Examiner's Amendment

Reason for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art either alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed combination of 
limitations to warrant a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103. Specifically, in reference to 
independent claims 1 (and its dependents), none of the prior art either alone or in 
combination disclose or teach of the claimed device for displaying information in a 
vehicle specifically including, as the distinguishing feature(s) in combination with the 
other limitations the claimed "unit for creating a real image containing information 
relevant to a driver, to be reflected in a reflective viewing surface; a second reflecting 
surface provided at least one of behind and beside the head of the driver; an end 
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section of an optical path between the unit and the viewing surface in use extending 
between said second reflecting surface and the viewing surface". 

Regarding claim 7 (and its dependents), none of the prior art either alone or in 
combination disclose or teach of the claimed system for displaying information in a 
vehicle specifically including, as the distinguishing feature(s) in combination with the 
other limitations the claimed "reflective viewing surface provided directly above a field of 
vision used by the driver to survey the traffic situation; a second reflecting surface 
provided at least one of behind and beside a head of the driver; and an end section of 
an optical path between the unit and the viewing surface in use extending between said 
second reflecting surface and the viewing surface".
